Barnes and Rhodes Clay, also a young 
lawyer, one day three years ago, met at 
the postoffice in Mexico. Barnes called to 
mail*’a letter. When he entered Clay was 
standing near the door. 

Words passed between them and _ then 
they came to blows. Suddenly Barnes 
whipped out u revolver and began firing. 
Young Clay staggered and fell. Death was 
almost inatantaneous. 

There was much feeling in Mexico after 
the killing, but Miss Lakenan remained 
loyal to Barnes and married him before his 
trial, which took place at Troy, Mo. 

Clay, at the time of his murder, was the 
_ypepresentative from Audnan County in the 
Legislature,. where he had served with 
brilliant distinction. 

Young Clay was a Democrat and a son 
of Gen. Green Clay, related to the dis- 
Mmguished Clays of Kentucky. Gen. Clay 
wtf?! lives in Mexico. 

Rhodes Clay was a lawyer, handsome, 
dashing, but of a rather impulsive dis- 
position. 

There was enmity between him and 
Barnes, caused by jealousy or political 
differences, for young Barnes was a Re- 
publican of the stancheet sort.

TRIAL IN FEDERAL COURT

So Many Are Involved It Will Be 
Almost Impossible to Se- 
cure Jury. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSON, Mich., May %.—The _ indict- 
ments against 16 citizens of the McCall's 
creek neighborhood, Franklin County, 
charged with whitecapping, will be called 
for trial in the Pederal Court Monday. 

The specific charge against the parties 
under indictment is the intimidation and 
driving away of occupants of government 
homesteads. Next Monday was set as the 
date for hearing the cases at the request 
of the attorneys for the prosecution, R. N. 
Mil and T. Brady, Jr., who have been en- 
gaged to assist District Attorney Lee, and 
is for the purpose of allowing the Federal 
grand jury time to investigate other white 
capping charges submitted. 

A. J. Hoyt, the special detective em- 
ployed by Gov. Vardaman and the Frank- 
lin County Law and Order League to col- 
lect evidence against the whitecapper or- 
-‘gamization, went before the gran jury yes- 
terday afternoon and submitted a large 
mass of evidence in the shape of voluntary 
written confessions signed by former mem- 
bers of the whitecapper organizations, in 
which the secrets of the body are thor- 
oughly exposed, and it is believed that this 
testimony will result in indictments by the 
wholesale. 

In addition to the evidence collected by 
Iivyt, 2 or 30 Franklin County citizens are 
here for the purpose of giving evidence to 
the jury. 

It is the desire of the prosecution to 
handle as many cases as possible in the

FARMERS PAY THE TAXES 


There Are Now 2300 Branches 
With a Total of Depositors 
Reaching 340,000. 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May »—"The aged are 
generally held in respect, but not more so 
than in the United States."" So says United 
States Consul General Gowdy at Paris, in 
a report in regard to the care of the aged 
in France. For more than half a century 
the French government has been experi- 
menting with schemes for pensioning the 
aged, but not with entire success. The law 
now in force, which was adopted in 1895, is 
not altogether satisfactory and will prob- 
ably be amended in the near future. 

At the present time deposits are received 
from any person, regardless of age, but the 
amount may not exceed 600 francs ($96.50) in 
the course of a year. An account may be 
opened for a child of 3 years of age; a mar- 
ried woman may deposit money without her 
husband's consent. At any age between 50 
and 65 (or earlier in case of permanent dis- 
ability to work) the depositor may claim his 
annuity, which is calculated according to 
the amount of his deposit and interest, and 
the probabilities of life, but the annuity 


may not exceed 1200 francs ($231.0).

Dutch Officials Are to Build a 
Modernized Hague With $20,- 
000,000, if Andrew Carnegie 
Will Advance the Money. 


UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE 
TO BE CONSTRUCTED 


Department of Pedagogy Will 
Handle Important Work—Idea 
Is to Study Social as Well as 
Political Matters.

NEW YORK,. May !.—Dr. P..H. Bijk- 
man and Paul Horrix. of Scheveningen, 
Holland, have come to this country to give 
a practical answer to the question asked 
by Mr. Andrew Carnegie in “The Gospel 
of Wealth,” “What shall a rich man do 
with his money?’ 


munication with the Dutch government on 
the subject of founding near The Hague 
a sort of worM’s capital, whieh should 
stand for a}jl time as the monument of 
the fraternaiization of nations. 

The government was ready to listen if 
the funds could be found. Holland is ob- 
viousty interested in welcoming all inter- 
national movements at, her capital. The 
more she becomes the meeting ground of 
nations the less #ope Germany has of ab- 
sorbing her territory, whether under the 
guise of a ‘“‘zollverein’” or of a_ political 
alitance. 

When Mr. Carnegie gave $1,500,000 for a 
Temple of Peace at Sha Hague Dr. Ejijk- 
nan saw in the gfft a possible’ corner- 
stone of his cherisHed plans. He had plans 
drawn by a distinguished Dutch architect, 
Mr. K. P. C. de Bazel. showing how an 
{deal international city could be built de- 
voted to peace, humanity, truth and the 
arts on the sand dunes and woods of 
Waalzdorp, just east of the old city of 
The Hague. The Temple of Peace is giveh 
a site on an eminence overlooking both 
the old and the new cities, with a sweep- 
ing view of the North Sea. 

The world’s capital is laid out hexagon- 
ally, with its main avenues meeting at 
@ central square, which is to contain a 
monumental group symbolic of the, brother- 
hood of nations. At three prominent 
points buildings are to be erected devoted 
to the fine arts, pedagogy and anthropol- 


ogy. 
- Avenues Beautifully Planned. 


The avenues connecting these buildings 
and the cain thoroughfares, which, by the 
way, already has a name—the Paradere— 
are to be the widest and most beautiful 
highways ever designed. The Paradere 
ascends from the central monument to the 
Carnegie Temple of Pef&ce, very much as 
the Champs Elysees in Paris leads from 
the obelisk in the Place de la Concorde to 
the Are de Triomphe. 
This ideal city, which is to be the Mecca 
of all workers for the cause of humanity, 
is to be built and thoroughly equipped for 
,000,000. The promoters have prepared 

a pamphlet especially for Mr. Carnegie’s 
rusal, showing to the minutest detail 
ow each dollar is to be spent. 

“This $20,000,000 is not asked as a gift, but 
as a non-interest bearing loan. They esti- 
mate that most of the loan would be repaid 
to the treasury within 25 years by the sale 
of land for residences on the magnificent 
boulevards and connecting avenues of the 
world’s capital. 

Dr. Kijkman wnnts to name the enter- 
prise the ‘‘Carnegie Foundation of Inter- 
rationalism.’ The international peace con- 
ference furnished the inspiration. “If the 
nations can meet to solve problems of 
dinlomacy. why should they not unite in 
the solution of other questions of human- 
itv?’ he asks. It is proposed to establish 
international academies of pedagogy, hy- 
giene and economy. 


Language to Be Universal. 


The language of the world's capital is to 
be the English, though a department of the 
academy of pedagogy is to be devoted to 
the creation of a universal language. 

The department of hygiene is to include 
questions ‘of sociology, as well as strictly 
scientific subjects. 

Inder economy Dr. Eiikman cresee la- 
bor, militarism, life insurance, free trade 
and protection, trusts, alcoholism,: paternal 
authority. marriage. feminism and other 
widely differing subjects. 

At the end of the avenue leading from 
the center of the city to the sea the pro- 
moters propose to build a pavilion for the

CERTIFIED MILK 


Farmers Object to Receiving Only 
One-Half a Cent Extra for 
Their Product. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 5.—Now the tasennie® 
hereabouts loudly complain. They say they 
are being buncoed in the matter of ‘“‘cer- 
tified milk’ supplied by them under the 
auspices of the milk commission. * 


12 cents a quart for “certified milk,” the 
farmers say they get only half a cent aquart 
extra, notwithstanding the sanitary duties 
they have to perform under the rules of 
the commission. There are charges of 
graft. 

‘Certified milk’’ is a recently established 
thing in New York. It was instituted under 
the auspices of the county medica] society. 


The daily consumption is now about 7000 
quarts in Manhattan and 200 quarts in 
‘| Brooklyn. 


‘Certified milk’’ is not any richer than 
bottled milk, but it is al- 
leged to contain fewer bacteria. Nearly all 
of it is supplied by the Milk Trust from 
its ¢reameries. 

To earn the half cent a quart the farmer 
must sweep his barnyard every day and 
bail out the puddles of water. There 
should not be more than a certain number 
of flies hanging around the barnyard. The 
commission has told the honest farmer that 
filles render the cows nervous and cause 
them to give less milk. 

There must be no loft above the cows. 
No dust must fall on the cows. The stable 
must be well ventilated and should havt ce- 
ment floors. Twice a year the 6tables must 
be whitewashed. The stable air must al- 
ways be fresh. The cows should never be 
milked inthe dark. 

Each stable must be furnished like a 
hotel, with hot and cold water and wash- 
basins, soap and towels. 

The cows must not be excited by “hard 
driving, abuse; loud talking or any unnec- 
eSsary disturbance.’’ No strongly-flavored 
food is allowed—for the cows. They can 
have ensilagt' only once a day. Cornstalks 
must not be fed until after the corp has 
blossomed. 

Each cow must be groomed gently every 
day, and must be wiped with a towel before 
every milking. The brush on the tail is to 
be kept short. The milker must milk in a 
mitk-colored uniform, with cap to match. 
There -are elaborate directions as_ to 
hands, pails, bottles, brooms, caps, cases 
and other proceedings, performances and 


utensils.

EARLY DAY HOPES 
AT LAST REACHED 


Railroad From Cincinnati to Knox- 
ville First Projected Nearly 
Seventy Years Ago. 


GREENFIELD, Mass May 6—Dr. Bdgar 
Knoxville is feltcitating itself just now 
upon the completion of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad and upon 4ts desirable 
railroad facilities generally it may not be 
uninteresting to gaze backward through 
the long vista of the years to its pioneer 
movement in behalf of railroad connec- 
tions. 

This was in 1836—nearly 70 years ago. On 
the. Fourth ef July in that year a conven- 
tion was held at Knoxville for the purpose 
of devising menns for the construction of 
a railroad extending from Cincinnati to 
Chamlieston by way of Knoxville. 

At that time Knoxville was a town of 
not over 200 inhabitants and was only to 
be reached by the old-fashioned '§=§ stage 
coach or private conveyance or boat. Not- 
withstanding these facts the convention 
that met here on the Fourth of July was 
composed of an intelligent body of men. 
The «distinguished actors in the scenes 
amd ircidents of that day have ail per- 
without an exception passed away, 


The convention was composed of 381 
delegates, representing the states of Ohio, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama 
and Tennessee. 

Among those were some of the ablest 
and most prominent men of the states 
represented, notably Robert Wickliffe and 
Lelie Combs of Kentucky; John W. Lump- 
xin and David Trigg of Virginia, Logan B 
Henderson of North Carolina, Robert Y. 
Hayne and Thomas Lowndes of South 

Olina, A. 8. Clayton and Charles J. 
enkins of Georgia, Dr. Thomas Ferrin 
and Leroy Pope of Alabama, and Francis 
B. Pogg, - Nixon VanDyke, Robert 
Hinds, W. R. Caswell, William G. Brown- 
low, [saac Anderson, Calvin Morgan, J. 
G. M. Ramsey, Pryor Lee, W. B. Reese 
and John Wiliiams of Tennessee. 

When this convention of great men as- 
sembled Gen. Robert Y. Hayne of South 
Carolina, was unanimously chosen presi- 
ee. and Pryor Lee of Tehnessee, secre- 
ary 

The utmost harmony characterized the 
entire proceedings of this large, influential 
body and many splendid speeches were 
made during its sitting. 

To facilitate business -all resolutions 
bearing directly upon the object of the 
meeting were referred to a special com- 
mittee of 45, composed of delegates from 
the nine states represented. fo th the in- 
telligence of this committee and the con- 
servative views of the whole convention 
may be ascribed the important results at- 
tained with so much dispatch and in such 
harmony of policy, 

There was ‘but one sentiment in the 
convention, viz.: that the work must be 
carried on and that no sectional or local 
reeling should be suffered for a moment 
.O retard its progress. 

Ait the close of the session of this con- 
vention the citizens of Knoxville tendered 
the delegates a sumptuous dinner. Gen. 
Hayne, ohe time a senator in the United 
tates congress, was called on for a 
speech and in an eloquent manner spoke 
of the practical industrial objects of the 
convention and portrayed in graphic terms 
the commercial, social and political ad- 
vantages that would accrue ‘sont the com- 
pletion of the work so auspiciously in- 
augurated. He concluded by offering the 
following sentiment: 

“The proposed union between the south

Serious Handicap—Contiuation 
of the Campaign Already 
Mapped Out.

SPRINGFIELD, lll., May 5.—If the St. 
louis free bridge bill is defeated in the 
Illinois Legislature it will be one of the 
ereatest triumphs of the most audacious 
combine known in the history of legisla- 
tion. 

This notorious combine consists of 30 
senators, a large majority of whom are 
Republicans, the smaller number being 
Democrats. It is headed by Daniel A. 
Campbell, a silent, abstemious, unargu- 
inentative Chicago politician, who yester- 
day showed his hand and the dictation of 
the combine by sending to the judiciary 
committee of the Senate the House Dill 
which is an exact duplicate of the Senate 
bill that this committee reported favorably 
to the Senate on the previous day. 

So strong nas been the grip of this com- 
pine that, in the early stages of the free 
Lridge bill's history, when Arthur B. Bar- 
ret and other advocates of its passage 


were jubilant over their small successes 
they were warned by persons familiar 
with the situation that their Waterloo 


awaited them when they should come in 
conflict with the combine at the end of 
the bili’s legislative history. They did not 
heed this warning, believing that because 
the bili was fur a great public utility and 
se drafted and safeguarded that it could 
never become private graft, no person 
elected to the high office of legislator for 
a great state would dare oppose its pas- 
sage. 

They are faced now with the predicted 
situation. Someone has seen the manipu- 
lation of legislation. Someone has pre- 
sented @n argument which they did not 
take account of in their calculations. 
Someone has become the agent of those 
interests which will be vitally affected by 
thé passage of a free bridge bill and by 
the erection of a free bridge across the 
Mississippi river from St. Louis to East 
St. Louis, and has blocked them as they 
were running gaily to the home plate. 
The slaughter of the hill has not been 
coarsely accomplished. No rude highway- 


man or violent outlaws have §inter- 
rujf&d sits peaceful progress. The 
bill has been permitted after a 
pleasant skirmish in the house, which 


only served’ to warm the blood of the 
free bridge bill advocates, to move smooth- 
lv along the ways of legislation, receiving 
a practically unanimous vote in the House, 
even the vote of its earliest opponent, Rep- 
resentative Trautmaa. : 
It réached the Senate glorified by its bril- 
liant success, and it was expected that it 
would be advanced on the calendar without 
the delay attendant upon a referénce to a 
committee. The advocates of the bill had 
planned to have it quickly pushed to sec- 
ond reading and then save additional time 
by substituting it for the Senate bill pre- 
viously approved by the Senate judiciary 
committee. Their hopes were dashed. 
Senator Dunlap asked unanimous consent 
to have the bill placed upon the calendar 
without a committee reference. 
Senator Campbell objected and moved its 
reference to the judiciary committee, the 
members of which already know by heart 
every word contained in the ehort bill. His 
motion prevailed and the advocates of the 
bill gazed wide-mouthed at the members of 
the chamber, Knowing that ali their hone 
of favorable ‘action was frustrated in this 
casual manner. 
Former Senator Rickert threw up his 
hands in disgust and prepared to return to 
his home at Waterloo. 
Representative Karch, who had from the 
first been intimately associated with the 
bill and had been its earliest advocate in 
the House, said that the battle was lost. 
Arthur B. Barrett, the only St. Loutsan 
on the field, despaired for a time, but as he 
discus@ed the situation with gentlemen Who 
have aided him in the various stages of 
the bill's progress, he took heart of grace 
and determined upon one more bold and 
strenuous effort. 
Mr. Barrett sought the governor. In the 
last days of the Legislature's history no of- | 
fice is more crowded than that of a gover- 
nor, and when you consider that the most 
interesting and absorbing matter which can 
be brought to the attention of a state's 
chief executive is a labor war involving 
great loss of life and injury to large in- 
dustrial interests such as nop afflicts the 
metropolis of Illinois, you will appreciate 
that all the energies of Governor Deneen 
are continuously employed.

Placing his hand over the 
mouthpiece so that the man on the other 
end could not hear, Greeley asked Schmidt 
if it was not Fox with whom he had been 
talking.

New York World Asks if the State 
' Will Punish Equitable 
Directors. 


TELLS HOW THEY OPERATED 


Newspaper Shows How Young 
Hyde Traded Insurance Posi- 
tions for Railroad Honors. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 5.—The World today 

presents the following editorial: 

English courts have made familiar the 
term “guinea pig directors.”’ It remains 
for the Equitable Life Assurance Society to 
develop the modern possibilities of ‘dummy 
directors."’ Hitherto dummy directors have 
‘been trustworthy clerks or other hired men 
who sat in a directorate and did as they 


were told. / 

In the Equitable the dummies assumed 
not only to be the real managers of the 
society, but some of them manipulated the 
policy holders’ savings to their own per- 
sonal advantage and then attempted to 
suppress the exposure of their own transac- 
tions by an investigation of their own dum- 
miness by their chief dummies. 

It would be a humorous farce were there 
not so much at stake, if it were not for the 
600,000 policy holders and the millions of 
dependent wives and chiidren, the Equitable 
dummy directors might be regarded as the 
chorus of a comic opera and their antics 
laughed at. 

These high financiers, these presidents of 
great railroad systems, these managers of 
great industries, these heads of great bank- 
ing firms, have not enough confidence in 
the integrity of their own management of 
the Equitable to invest a cent of their own 
money in it. They neither bought stock 
and became real stockholders, nor did the 
27 of them even insure their own lives in 
the society of which they are directors. 
They preferred not to _intrust their own 
Savings to the control of themselves and 
their fellow dummies. 


Only Twelve Stockholders. 


Of the fifty Eauitable directors only 12 
are real stockholders. The others played 
upon the vanity of James Hazen Hyde and 
exchanged directorates in their corporations 
for directorates in the Equitable. They 
made him a director in their 46 railroads 
banks, trust companies and other corpora. 
tions, and he made 38 of them directors in 
the Equitable. iat 
The unfairness in the exchange was that 
they did not allow young Hyde to loot their 
corporations, while he has allowed them to’ 
divert to their own private gain moneys 
Which should have gone to the Equitable 
policy holders. James Hazen Hyde per- 
mitted this. but he has confesed and offered 
partial restitution. None of the dummies 
has made restitution. Several of them 
have confessed, but they have returned 
nothing. 

The stock corporation law of the State o! 
New York. Section 20, says, “Each director 
Shall be a stockholder.” 

The Equitable charter in Article IV says 
of the directofs: ‘‘Each of whom shall. bi 
a proprietor of at least five shares of the 
said capital stock.’’ : 
The deed of trust with which Henry B. 
Hyde tied up all of his Equitable stock di- 
rects that all of his shares of stock shall 
be “kept together in a-safe place.’’ The 
trust deed further requires that all of this 
stock shall be in the hands of trustees, 
who “shall hold and stand possessed of the 
s1ic shares of stock.’’ 


Dummies Not Jsgal. 

This Hyde stock could not we legally used 
to qualify any other directors than the 
trustees. As a matter of fact, these dum- 
my directors were not legally qualified. 
They have no stock, but only a false eniry 
in the stock book, 

These 38 dummies knew better. They 
knew the Jaw. They consulted counsel. at 
every act. They must have been adcaised 
by their own lawyers of the illegality of 
their acts and of the risks they took. 

is makes their offense all the more 
heinous, all the more flagrant. Their vio- 
lattons of the law have not been open to 
the excuse or palliation of ignorance or 
poverty. They broke the law not through 
the stress of circumstances or the pressure 
of adversity, but with their eyes open to 
their opportunities and in order that they 
might add to their vast fortunes from the 
aggregated pittances of 600,000 families. 

Does the great State of New York in- 
end to make itself an accessory both be- 
fore and after the fact, by taking no ac- 
tion for the punishment of the men who 
have violated its laws and their trust?

Volcanic Eruption Makes an Ad- 

dition to the Realm of the 

Emperor of Japan. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 
‘SAN FRANCISCO, May 5.—The mail 
brought by the transport Sherman gives 
news of a new igland that made its ap- 
pearance in. the Rinkul archipelago. It is 
said to be 2800 feet long by 18000 feet wide 
and to be surrounded by a sandy shore. 
Near the north coast is a lake. The island 
emerged from the sea on the 4th of De- 
cember, but the fact was not announced 
io the Japanese officials until a few days 


before the Sherman sailed from the 
Orient. i 
Its position is three nautical miles 


south of Lwojima. From the l4th of No- 
vember at frequent intervals sounds were 
heard from the sea, sounds as of heavy 
explosions, and on the 28th heavy smoke 
was observed. The inhabitants of Iwojima 
imagined that a steamer was passing, but 
as the volume of smoke grew denser and 
comtinued to emanate from one place, they 


suspected the truth. 

This went on until the 4th of December, 
and on the 5th an apnearance of a small 
island was observed amid the smoke, which 
thenceforth grew lighter, so that on the 
6th the island stood plainly revealed. In 
January the people launched a boat and 
on the 30th of that month they landed on 
the north shore of the new island. They

the sea, and there raised a post declaring 
the Island to be the property of Japan, an} 
saving that it had been first observed by 
the inhabitants of Iwojima on the 18th 
of December. The face of the ‘sland is 
covered with volcanic tua and the water 
of the lake is still boiling.

Detectives, Are Also Trying to 
Ascertain If Any of the Mem- 
bers Know of the Fire That 
Nearly Devastated Elnora. 


ELINORA, Ind., May 5.—Are Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Hovey, of this place, the vic- 
tims of the spite of ‘“‘The Black Avengers?” 

That is what the government of the 
United States, the authorities of Daviess 
county and a private detective agency are 
all trying to find out. And did “‘The Black 
Avengers’ have anything to do with the 
recent fire that almost wiped Elnora from 
the map of Indiana? is a problem that the 
insurance companies are trying to solve. 
This organization came into the life of 
Elnora about seven weeks ago. One of the 
merchants found: pinned to a_ telephone 
pole a notice in scrawling handwriting that 
“The Black Avengers’ would have a meet- 
ing that evening at the lodgeroom. He 
laughed at it, as did others who saw it, 
because they thought it the prank of some 
novel-reading schoolboy. 

In a few days. however, complaints of 
outrages hegan to come in, and most of 
the complainants were boys from the coun- 
try. Two or three country lads had been 
caught at night by a band of masked men 
and some of them were badly treated. One 
youth was taken behind a store and strip- 
ped of his clothes, which were filed with 
sand. after which he was required to 
dress, 

His tormentors announced that they were 
“The Black Avengers,” and they warned 
him that it might be to his interest not to 
linger about Elnora too long at nights. 
Two boys named Johnson were given ten 
minutes to get out of town. They left so 
hurriedly that they_ still have. eight min- 
utes coming to them, and they have not 
been back since. 


First Degree for Young Men. 
Several young men who used to visit 
Elnora on Saturday night were rounded up 
neat the- railway station. Their hands 
were lashed behind them and coffee sacks 
were tied over their heads. Thus bound 


to wander sbout the streets, falling over 
barrels, -gumping into posts” and. striking 
the corners of buildings. .All this was 
funny to “The Black. Avengers,’ but the 
victims did not see anything ‘humorous in 
it. as some of them had been painfully in- 
jured., 

After the “Avengers’’ had amused them- 
selves for some time, the boys were turned 
loose with the warning that this was but 
the first degree, and that if they persisted 
in firing pistols and yelling as they drove 
out of town they would be given the other 
degrees all in one night. 

Elnora is néted all through this section 
for the beauty of its young women, and 
the “Avengers’’ served notice on the 
swains from the rural districts that they 
must not come tv town to see the girls or 
take them to socials and entertainments 
or to church, and it was noticed that when- 
ever this order was disobeyed a supposed 
“Avenger was found to be 
shadowing the offender. 


The citizens at first laughed at these 
acts as the mischievous pranks of boys, 
inoffen- 


stealthily 


but when windows were broken, 
sive strangers assaulted and persons living 
here began to receive anonymous letters, 
the citizens decided that the ‘“‘boys’’ were 
oing a little too far. The business men 
ound they were losing trade because the 
country people were afraid to come to 
town. They did their trading elsewhere. 


Prosecutor’s Investigation, 


The anonymous letters also caused a feel- 
ing of uneasiness. Arch Yazel received two 
letters. One informed him that his prop- 
erty would be fired and another that ne | 
would be blown up with dynamite. Dr. ¢. 
, Young was informed that at some future | 
date he would be dynamited and J. F. Dan- | 
niel, a druggist, was the recipient of a let- | 
ter in which he was given the cheerful tn- | 
telligence that he was to be torn/to atoms 
with dynamite. Editor Myers of the Elnora 
News also got one of the warnings. Mrs. 
Edward Hovey received eight and her hus- 
band got one. . 
The reception of these letters made the 
people decide tg do something, and they 
complained to Edward T. Laughlin, the 
prosecuting attorney. The shadows of. the 
“Black Avengers’’ did not hover over Mr. 
Laughlin and he was not afraid. When the 
rand jury met at Washington he called 
efore it some of the “Black Avengers’ ”’ 
victims, but they could not identify any of 
the “Avengers,’’ because they wore masks. 
However, Sir Laughlin obtained informa- 
tion AS to the identity of some of the mem- } 
n an investigation.

Hills That Hug Each Other Close- 
ly, Frequently Are Separated 
by Seismic Disturbances. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., May 5.—‘No one 
who has never lived in India can under- 
stand what an earthquake in that coun- 
try means,” said Mrs. E. A. Woodward, 
wife of the former representative of the 
Continental Tobacco Co., at Calcutta. She 
and her husband were at the St. Charles, 
and have started on a complete tour of 
the world, which Mr. Woodward is taking 
in search of health. His eight years spent 
in India injured his constitution, and the 
climax came last year, when he was taken 
down with the fever which in India holds 
the same place that yellow fever does in 
the Western Hemisphere. 

“The recent earthquakes in Kangra and 
Palampur districts. by which about 13,000 


people were destroyed, must have been 
oinuar to the aisturbances which happened 
soon after we arrived in India. We were 
some distance from Calcutta at the time 
of the earthquake, and we had an oppor- 
tunity to see what this seismic disturb- 
ance could do to a landscape. The hills 
and mountains in India are founded on 
a rock, as they are in this country, but 
seem to built on shifting sands, although 
they look solid enough before the earth 
begins to tremble. These hills seem to lack 
anchors, for they will be found at one 
end of the prairie one morning and the 
next they will be from 100 yards: to 10 
miles away. The earthquakes cause these 
landslides, and under these avalanches

and better conditions. 

‘These old houses will always be inhab- 
ited,’ said Mr. Neilson, “and they might 
as well be mude habttable. They are not 
fit places to live in now, but could easily 
be made so. They fill up the lots, front- 
ing on both the streets and the alleys, 
and are often not more than two rooms 
deep. *% 

“Almost every lot has two houses with 
a large yard betweerr. This simplifiese the 
problem greatly, as all the rooms are 
light and perfect ventilation can be se- 
cured. : 

“As an investment these houses now pay 
from 10 to 15 per cent gross on the market 
price. This is much too high for them as 
they are now, and even when improved 
4 or &6 per cent net on the ‘ investment 
should sa'tisfy the owner. 


Big Returns. 
“To get the value of this class of prop- 
erty, front footage is no gulde. My riile 
is to multiply the number of rooms by 


$300, as the income from them depends en- 
tirely on the number of rooms. When we 
consider that every room brings in from $3 
to $% a month rent, the profit from this 
kind of property is quite large, a 10-room 
house at the lower rate would bring in $360 
a a on a valuation of $3000 or 12 per 
cert. 

“This rental would leave a large margin 
for repairs over and’ above a legitimate 
profit of 4 to 5 gr cent. One will always find 
that the more miserable the quarters are, 
the higher the rents will be. 

“One improved house on a block will 
lead to the improvement of the whole block 
and that influence will spread over the en- 
tire city. owning improved prop- 
erty in the poorer sections will see to it 
that the ordimances regarding cleanliness 
of streets and alleys and yards are rigidly 
enforced, but who is going to take trouble 
over a ramshackle, tumbledown tenement? 

Poor streets prevail in the tenement dis- 
trict only because the people haven’t the 
influence and the property owners don’t 
care to have them improved. Make the 
houses habitable and the streets will be 
made passable. This is a necessity, as the 
street is the only ‘out of doors’ for the 
poor who live there. 

“Individual initiative of business men 
who hold property can change al! this with- 
out great expense or trouble, but they must 
not build model tenements hedged round 
with rules. 

I must decline to state where the houses 
I own are located. he greatest drawback 
to the model tenement has been the flood 
of investigators and sightseers tha’ pry into 
the lives of the people, who don’t like to 
live in tHem on that very account. 


Model Tenements Fail. 
“Model tenements have failed in Naples, 
Glasgow and New York, because they lead 
to an influx of persons who can well af- 
ford to pay higher rentals but who are de- 
sirable tenants. This class shoves out the 


class that is most in need of the bettered 
conditions, into worse than they .iad before 
the improvement. 

“My argument that an improvement of 
existing conditions is better than new con- 
ditions is borne out by statistics and my 
own experience in Le Clair. Ill., where our 
factory is located. There we have found 
that persons who lived in the poorest quar- 
ters of the city take a pride in their homes 
and try to make them homelike. We have 
no rules and regulations, for people don’t 
like to have to do things, but there !s not a 
single dooryard in the whole, town that 
does not show care and improvement. 
“No one can expect a family to be proud 
of a room in a dirty building ‘with rat-eat- 
en and decayed floors, but I am convinced 
that any movement ‘¢o Setter conditions as 
they are will be supported by those whose 
lives are made easier by the improvement,”
